Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representitive, Mr. Takayuki Yasaku, and the examiner 
conducted a personal interview regarding the instant application. Mr. Yasaku started out by describing the instant 
application and discussing how the instant application differs from the cited art of Kohonen. Specifically, Mr. Yasaku 
stated that the detecting positions limitation and positions of nodes limitation are not taught by Kahonen. The examiner 
stated that because of the broad language of the independent claim, Kahonen's method teaches the aforementioned 
limitations. Mr. Yasaku ten stated that the instant application is geared more towards refinement after an initial search 
by a user and allowing for a potential recognition of two intial unrelated nodes on the semantic map to be recognized 
as similar after conducting a search. The examiner stated that if these limitations were added to the independent 
claims, they could potentially cause a new search and/or consideration .
